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PREFACE. 



THE Haly Scriptures, containing all 
the Will of God, and the gracious 
but indifpenfable terms of Salvation, are 
our perfect rule of life, and ought doubt- 
lefs to be the early ajid .conftant ftudy of 
every Chriftian. This -is the acknowledged 
do6mne^ of Proteftants, and it is accord- 
ingly their unvaried^ practice to put them 
into the hands of children as foon as they 
are fent to fchool ; ' the New Teftament 
being one of the firft books in which they 
' karn to read. But their attention is then 
commonly direfted to nothing more than 
that they do not miftake the words; and 
when they can pronounce them right, and 
read' a chapter with tolerabk fluency, they 
fcenx to have done all that is required of 

thenar 
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them; little or no care being taken hy 
their teachers to explain the fenfe and 
jneaning .,of any paflage however difficult,. 
or to enforce tlie obligation of any duty 
howcvier important. A negleft, which un- 
happily extends its influence likewife to the 
more advanced ftages of life. Many are- 
the/ainilies,of lower cank.efpecistily, whot 
though they have a juft fenfe of both the 
privilege and duty, and live in the habitual 
and zealous praftice of reading the Word 
4)f God, are yet 'too apt to ihirik, that las: 
fcon as the leffons for the day are finiihed,, 
their talk is then done ; and fo elofe^the 
J>oofc, without attempting to confljder what 
may be the meaning of pafiages that oc-^ 
curred in their reading, which, howeverr 
they are cwifcious that th^ da not un— 
derftand. And liiu% with the befk difpofi- 
tions, they are, by a defeftive education^ 
deprived of much of the fatisfadtion and. 
benefit thejr might reap from this reli^ous^ 
cxercife, did they accuftonii tfaemfelws to^ 
read the Bible with the fame attention^ which 
they find requifite for underftanding othen 
boois^

PREFACE. V 

Every language has its own peculiar 
idiom and mode of expreffion, which even 
in a contemporary author will not always 
bear a ftrift and literal tranflation; and 
the holy fcriptures, though fo clear and. 
plain in every article of faith and pradice 
neceflary to falvation, that he may run that 
readeth, do neverthelefs in other points (ia 
common with all the writings of remote 
antiquity) abound in a variety of figurative, . 
parabolical, and proverbial expreflions-; 
which being formed on cuftoms extremely 
different from our own,, cannot be per- 
feftly underfk)od without fome regard to 
thofe circumftances. This it is that creates 
the principal difficulty in ftudying the 
fcriptures : and to leflen that difficulty, 
and promote a more general fpirit of -i-a- 
tional piety, is my defign in this under- 
taking ; by affiDrding a cheap and eafy .affif-- 
tancc to well-difpofed Chriftians pf hum- 
ble ftations, and by fetting in a juft light 
fuch paffages as. the young and ordiriaiy 
reader, relying on the found of words, 
might be tempted by the fuggeftibns of a 
prevailing fuperftition, or enthufiafm, * to 
mifapply in fupport of opinions, which 
are not fouaded in the t^ue fenfe of fcrip- 
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ture, but^ on the contrary, whatever ap-- 
pearance they may affume, are ixally 
lubverfive of the principles of genuine 
Ghriftianity. .

ed, cried, faying, Hofahna {b) to the Son of David : 

blefied is he that cometh xn the name of the Lord, 

20 Hofanna in the higheft. And when he was come 

inxo Jerufalem, all 3ie city was moved, faying. Who 

1 1 is this ? And the multitude faid. This is Jelu£ the pro- 
phet of Nazareth of Galilee. 

12 And Jefus v/ent into the temple of God, and cafl 
out all them that fold and bought in the temple, and 

(fl) Events wci« fo admirably difpofcd by the wife providence of 
God to fulfil htR purpofes, that the minuteft circumflafices relating 
to Chrift were' (iefcribed beforehand, in prdcr to -prepare men for 
his reception, and to xfcertain him to be the Median.

This miracle is generally conG3ered as an emblem of the reje£lion 
df the Jews, and ought to be a caution to us, not toJ>e barren or 
unfruitful in ^the^.iv'OiU of the Lord. Otherwlfe, ff' we have only

33 Hear another parable : There was a certain houf-

And when the time of 
the fruit drew near, he font his fervants to the huf- 
bandmen, that they might receive the fruits of it.

Therefore {^y I 
unto you, The .kingdom of God (hall be taken from 

(/*) The owner of the vineyard is God ; the hufbandmen are the 
Jews, hischofen, peculiar, people ; tiie fervants were the prophets, 
■who were fent to warn them to give the fruits of a hqly and good life. 
But inftead oF amending by their admonitions, they put them to 
death. Thus they did likewife by the Son of Go^ himfelf. The 
Jews then being no longer worthy of the divine grace, which they 
ihus abufed, the vineyard was given to others; i.e. the gofpel was 
preacJied to other nations, whereby we have been called out of 
darknefs unto his marvellous light. Let us then take c^re to wulk 
as children of light, in all holinefj and virtu^ ; for in proportion to 
ihe means of grace will be our account at the lail d^y.

1 7 of men. Tell us therefore, what thinkeft thou ? Is 
it lawful to give tribute unto Cefar(/), or not? 

(^) CcxpGdered in a moral and praflical light, diis parable fhould 
teach us the ncceffity of adorning the foul with all chrlflian graces 
and virtues, that we may always he in a due flate of preparation to 
approach God, in any dSi of religion, and alfo to fland before him 
with humble confidence at the day of judgment. 

^c) He had no reply to make ; it being the cuftom in the Eaft for 
great men to keep a. number of garments for their gucfts to wear on 
occafions of ceremony and feCHvity ; fo that it was a mark of info- 
ienceanji contempt in this man, not to put on the garment that was 
provided for him as well as for the reft.

34 But when the Pharifees had heard that he had 
put the Sadducees to filence, they were gathered to- 

35 gether. Then orte of them which was a lawyer,

36 Mafter, which is the great commandment in the

(0 To'tt the God of any perfon or people was commonly under-

ceived by Abraham, Ifaac, and Jacob, in this life : yet God was not. 
a/kamed to be called their 6ody long after their deaths. (See Heb* xi.

B,c not perfuaded then to lean on fuch a bro- 
ken reed ; but confider the neceflity of preparing yourfelves for 
your Lord*s coming, by the fincerity and pcrfeverance of your own 
numble endeavours; trufting only for a fupply of your deficiency In 
his infitite merits, who will gracioufly open the door, and receive 
you^inf^ jthe jpy of ygur Lord.

And there was Mary Magdalene, and 
the other Mary, fitting over againft the fepulchre, 

i>t Ndw the next day that followed the day of the 
preparation, the chief priefts and Pharifees came 

63 together unto Pilate, Saying, Sir, we remember 
tihat that deceiver faid, while he was yet alive. After 

64 three days I wiirrife again. Command therefore 
that the (epulchre be made fure until the third day, 
left his difciples come by night, and fteal him away, 

. and fay unto the people. He is rifen from the dead : 

65 fothelafterrorihallbe worTe than the firft(z). Pilate 
faid unto them. Ye have a watch, go your way, 

66 make // as fure as you can. iSo they went and made

13 Spiric driveth him into the wildernefs [d). And he 
was there in the wildernefs forty days tempted of 
Satan, and was with the wild jb^^As, and the angels 
oriiniftered unto him. 

14 Now after that John was put in prifon, Jefus 
came into Galilee, preaching the gofpel of the 

15 kingdom of God, And faying. The time is fulfil- 
led, and the kingdom of God is at hand*: repent 

16 ye, and [e) believe the gofpel. Now as he walked 
by the fea of Galilee, he faw Simon, and Andrew 
his brother, cafting a net into the fea : (for they 

37 were fifliers.) And Jefiis faid unto them, CcMne ye 
after me, and I will make you to become {f) iifhers 

18 of men., And ftraightway they forfook their nets, 

19 and followed him. And when he had gone a little 
further thence^ he faw James the fori of Zebcdee^ 
and John his brother, who alfo were in the (hip 

lo- mending their nets. And ftraightway he called 
them: and they left their fether Zebedee in the 
flup with, the hired fervants, and went after him. 

21 And they went into Caperhaum,, and ftraightway

24 he cried out^ Saying, Let us alone, what have we to 
do with thee, thou JeCus of Nazareth ? art thou 
come to deftroy us ? I know thee who thou art, the 

25 holy One of God. And Jefus rebuked him, fay- 

26 ing. Hold thy peace, and come out of him. And 
when the unclean fpirit had toi;n him, and cried 

27 with a loud voice, he came out of him. And they 
were all amazed, infomuch that they queftioned 
among themfelves, faying. What thing is this J 
wliat new do6lrrne /; this? for with authority com- 
mandeth he even the unclean fpirits,. and they do 

28 obey him. And immediately his fame fpread abroad^ 
throughout all the region round about Galilee. 

29 And forthwith, when they were come out of the 
fynagogue, they entered into the houfe of Simon and 

30 Andrew, with James and John. But Simon's wife's 
mother lay iick of a fever, and anon they tell him 

31 of her. Arid he came and took her by the hand, 
and lift her up ; and immediately the fever left her, 

32 and (lie (h) miniftered unto them* And at even, 
when the fun did fet, they brought unto him all that 
were difeafed, and them that were poffefled with 

33 devils. And all the city was gathered together at 

34 the door. And he healed many that w^re fick of

Let us go into the next 
townf, that I may preach there alfo; for therefore 

39 came I forth. And he preached in their fynagogues 
throughout all Galilee, and caft out devils. 

40 And there came a leper to him, befeeching him, 
and kneeling down to him, and faying unto him.

45 But he went out, and began to publifh it much, and 
to blaze abroad the matter; infomuch that Jefus 
could no more openly enter into the city, but was 
without in defert places : and they came to him from 
every (|uarter.

And when the devil had 
ended all the temptation, he departed from him for

• brought up : and, as his cuftom was, he went into 

the fynagogue op the fabbath-day, and ftood up for 

17 to read. And there was dehvered untp him the 
book of the (d) prophet Efaias ; "and when he had 
opened the book, he found the place where it was 

i^S written, The fprrit of the Lord is upon me, becaufe 
he- hath anointed me to preach the gofpel to the 
poor,^ he hath fent me to heal the broken-hearted, 
to preach deliverance to the captives, and recover- 
ing of fight to the blind, to fet at liberty them that 

ig are bruifed. To preach the acceptable year of the 

20 Lord (e). And he clofed the book, and he gave it 
again to the minifter, and fat down : and the eyes 
of all them that were ii^ the fynagogue were fattened 

21 on him. And he began to {/) fay unto them,

', all bare him witnefs, and wondered at the gracious 

23 words (g) which proceeded out of his mouth. And 
they faid. Is not this Jofeph's fon? And he faid 
unto them. Ye will furely fay unto me this proverb, 
Phyfician, heal thyfelf : whatfoever wc have heard

25 accepted in his own country. But I tell you of a 
truth {/), many widows were in Ifrael in the days 
of Elias (^), when the heaven was fhut up three years 

■ and fix months, when great famine was throughout 

a6 all the land : But unto none of them was Elias 

fent, jfave unto Sarepta, a city of Sidon, unto a 

27. woman th^t was a widow. And many lepers were 

in Ifrael in the time of Elifeus the prophet r and 

, none of them was cleanfed, faving Naaman the 

28 Syrian. And all they in the fynagogue, when they 

29 heard thef($ things, were filled with wrath. And 
rofe up, and thruft him- out of the city, and led 
him unto the brow.of the hill (whereon their city 
was built) that they, might qaft him down headlong. 

30 But he paffing,(/) through the midft of them, went 

31 his way: And came' down to Capernaum, a city 
of GalUee, and taught them on the fabbath-days. 

{h) Though God is loving unto every man, and his mercy is over 

all his worksj yet* his extraordinary favouj^s are vouchfafed only at 

fuch trmes, and in fuch meafure and proportion, as beft fuits his in- 

^ finite wifdom ; and let us on all occafions remember, that what nb 

•man hath a right to claim, no man haUi a^ri^ht to complaii;! when it 

is not granted. 

(2) Thefe inftances xire quoted by our Lord in order to prove, that 
they who are neareft to the means of grace, and opportunities oF 
conviftion, are often leaft inclined to profit by them, which are 
therefore moft juftly granted to others of a more humble and teach- 
able difpofitJon. The application to the people of Nazareth was fo 
obvious and undeniable, that they wtrehlkd xtAlh wrath, and prepared 
to dcftroy him whom they had juft before regarded with admiration*: 
■whereby they fufficiently difcovered their own unworthinefs.

But .when Jefus perceived 
their thoughts, he anTwering faid unto them. What 

23 reafon ye in your hearts? Whether is eafier to 
fay. Thy fins be forgiven thee, or ^0 fay, , Rife up 

24 and walk? . But that ye niay know tha^ the Son of 
man hath power upon earth {h) to forgive fins, (he 

' faid unto the fick of the p^lfy) I fay unto thee, Arlfe, 
and take up thy. couch, and ^o into thine houfe.

9 this, and he doeth it. When Jefus heard thefe 
things, he marvelled at him and turned him about^

Whofoever (hall fall upon that ftone, 
fhall be broTcen ; but on whomfoever it fhall fall, it 
will grind him to powder (c). 

1 9 And the chief priefts and the fcribes the fame hour 
fought to lay hands on him ; and they feared the peo- 
ple (d) : for they perceived that he had fpoken this 

3to parable againft them. And they watched hirrtj and 
. fent forth fpies, which fhould feign themfelves juft 
men, that they might take hold of his words 5 that 
fo they might deliver him unto the power and autho- 
li rity of the governor. And they a(ked him, faying, 
Mafter, we know that thou fayelt and teacheft right- 
ly, neither accepteft thou the pcrfon of any^ but 

22 teacheft the way of God truly* Is it lawful for us 

23 to give tribute unto Cefar, or no (^) ? But he per- 
ceived their craftinefs, and faid unto them. Why 

24 tempt ye me ? Shew me a penny : whofe image 
and fuperfcription hath it ? . They anfwered and faid, 

25 Cefar's {/), And be faid unto them. Render there- 
fore unto Cefar the things which be Cefar's, and un- 

26 to God the things which be God's. And they could 
not take hold of his words before the people : and 
they m.arvelled at his anfwer, and held their pyeace. 

27 Then came to him certain of the Sadducees (which 
deny that there is any refurreftion) and they afked 

28 him, Saying, Mafter, Mofes wrote unto us. If 
any man's brother die, having a wife, and he die 
without children, that his brother, fhould take his 

29 wife, and raife up feed unto his brother. There

Therefore, in the refurreAion, 
whofe wife of them is fee ? for fevca had her to wife- 

34. And Jefus anfwering faid unto them. The children 
of this world marry, and are given in marriage : 

35 But they which feall be accounted worthy to obtaia 
that world, and the refurrectibn from the d^d, nei- 

36 ther marry, nor are giv«ii in marriage : Neither 
can they die any more j* for they are equal unto the 
angels, and are the children of God, being the chil- 

37 dren of the refurreftion. Now that the dead are 
i raifed, even Mofes fhewed at the bufe, when he 

calleth the Lord the God of Abraham, and the God 

38 of Ifaac, and the God of Jacob. For he is not a 
God of the dead, but of the living : for all live unto 
him(^). 

39 Then certain of the fcribes anfwering faid, Maf- 

40 ter, thou haft well faid. And after that they durft 

41 not afk him any queftion at all. And he faid unto 
them. How fay they that Chrift is David's fon? 

42 And David himfelf faith in the book of pfalms. The 
LORD faid unto my Lord, Sit thou on my right 

43 hand. Till I make thine enemies thy footftool. 

44 David therefore calleth him Lord ; how is he then 
bis fon (A) ? 

45 Then, in the audience of all the people, he faid 

46 unto his difciples. Beware of the fcribes, which 
defire to walk in long robes, and love greetings in 
the markets, and the higheft feats in the fynagogues, 

47 and the chief rooms at feafts j Which devour wi-.

24 And there was alfo a ftrife among them, which of

68 them. If I tell, you, you will not believe. And if 
I alfo afk you, you will not anfwer me, nor let nu 

69 go. Hereafter fliall the Son of man fit on the right 

70 hand 0/ the power of God. Then faid they all. 
Art thou the Son of God? And he faid unto 

71 them(rr). Ye fey that I^am. And they faid. What 
need we any further witnefs ? for we ourfelves have 
heard of his own mouth.

1 AND the whole multitude, of them arofe, and 

2 '^ lea him unto Pilate. And they began to accuf« 
him, faying. We found this fellow perverting the 
nation, and forbidding to give tribute to Cefar (a),

6 lilee to this place. When Pilate heard of Galilee, 
J he afked whether the man were a Galilean. And 

as foon as he knew that he belonged unto Herod's 

jurifdi£Hon, he fent him' to Herod, who himfelf was 

alfo at Jerufalem at that time. 

8 And when Herod faw Jefus, he was exceeding 

, glad : for he was defirous to fee him of a long fea- 

fon, becaufe he had heard many things of him; and 

he hoped to have feen fome miracle done by him. 

g Then he quelHoned with him in many words j but 

10 he anfwered him nothing. And the chief priefts 
and fcribes flood, and vehemently accufed him. 

1 1 And Herod with his men of war fet him at nought, 
and mocked him^ and arrayed him in a gorgeous 
robe, and fent him again to Pilate. 

12 And the fame day Pilate .an3 Herod were made 
friends together; for before they were at enmity be- 
tween themfelves. 

1 3 And Pilate, when he had called together the chief 

14 priefts, and the rulers, and the people. Said unto 
them. Ye have brought this man unto me, as one 
that perverteth the- people : and behold, I having 
examined hhn before you, have found no fault in 

. this man topching thofe things whereof ye accufe 

15 him ; No, nor yet Herod : for 1 fent you to him, 
and lo, nothing worthy of death is done unto 

16 him {c). I will therefore chaftife him, and releafe him, 
I'j Fpr of necefiity he muft releafe one unto them at the

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18 feaft. And they cried out all at once, faying, Awaiy 

19 with this man J and releafe unto us Barabbas : (Who 
for a certain fedition made in the city, and formur- 

20 der, was caft into prifon.) Pilate therefore will- 

21 ing to releafe Jefus, fpake again to them^ But 

22 they cried, faying, Crucify him^ crucify him. And 
he faid unto them the third time. Why, what 
evil hath he done ? I have found no caufe of 
death in him : I will therefore chaftife him, and 

23 let him go. And they were inftant with loud voices, 
requiring that he might be crucified : and the voices 

24 of them, and of the chief priefts, prevailed. And 
Pilate gave fentence that it fhould be as they requir- 

25 ed. And he releafed unto them him that for fedi- 
tion and murder was caft into prifon, whom they 
had defired ; but be delivered Jefus to their will. 

26 And as they led him away, they laid "hold upon one 
Simon a Cyrenian, coming out of the country, and 

• on him they laid the crofs, that he might bear it 
after Jefus (d),

41 the fame condemnation (^)-? And vvd indeed juftly, for 
we receive the due reward of our deeds : but this 

42 man hath done nothing amifs. And he faid 
unto Jefus^ Lord, remember me when thou com- 

43 eft into thy kingdom. And Jefus faid unto him, 
verily I fay unto thee,T'o-day (halt thou be with 

44 me in paradife. And it v^as about the fixth hour, 
and there was a darknefs over all the earth until the

8 And they remembered his words. And returned 

9 from the fepulchre, and told all thefe things unto the 
JO deven, and to all the reft. If was Mary Magda- 
lene, and Joanna, and Mary the mother of James, 
and other women that were with them, which told 

1 1 thefe things unto the apoftles. And their words 
feemed to them as idle taJes, and they believed them 

12 hot. Then arofe Peter, and ran unto the fepulchre, 
and ftooping down, he beheld the linen clothes laid 
by themielves, and departed, wondering in himfelf 
at that which was come to pafs. 

J 3 And bichold, two of them {a) went that fame day to 

a village called Emmaqs, which was from Jerufa- 

14 lem about threefcore furlongs. And they talked to- 

l^ gether of all thefe things which had happened. And 

{u) Twa of the difciplci* 
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It came to pafs, that while they communed together j 
and reafoned, Jefus himfelf drew near, and went 

16 with them. But their eyes were holden, that they 

17 fhould not know him (^). And he faid unto them. 
What manner of communications are thefe that ye 
have one to another, as ye walk, and arc fad? 

18 And then one of them, whofe name was Cleophas, 
anfwering, faid unto him, Art thou only a ftranger 
in Jerufalem, and haft not known the things which 

19 are come to pafs there in thefe days (r) ? And he faid 
imto them. What things ? And they faid unto hin?. 
Concerning Jefus of Nazareth, which was a pro- 
phet mighty in deed and word before God, and all 

20 the people: And how the chief priefts and our 
rulers delivered him to be condemned to death, and 

21 have crucified him. But we trufted that it had 
been he, which (hould have redeemed Ifrael : and 
befide all this, to . day is the third day fince thefe 

22 things were done. Yea, and certain women alfo 
of our company made us aftonifhed, which were 

23 early at the fepulchre : And when they found not 
his body, they came, faying, that they had alfo feen 
a vifion of angels, which faid that he was alive. 

24 And certain of them which were with us, went to 
the fepulchre, and found // even fo as the women 

25 had faid ; but him they faw not. Then he faid un- 
to them, O fools, and flow of heart to believe all 

26 that the prophets have fpoken {d) ! Ought not Chrift 

{b) Their thoughts were fo entirely employed on the melancholy 
fubjeftj-that they-probably did not attend to the figure of the j>cr- 
fon they were converfine with ; or elfe, wc may fuppofe that foine 
ftipernatural and miraculocs means prevented tneir knowing him ^ 
in order that from their freely expreffing their doubts, he might 
take occafion to give them the fulleft fatisfadibn.

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to have fufFereJ thefe things, and to enter into his 

27 glory? And beginning at Mofes and all the pro- 
phets, he expounded unto them in all the fcriptures 

28 the things concerning himfelf. And they drew nigh 
unto the village (<?), whither they went : and he made 

2^ as though he would have gone further. But they 
conftrained [f) him, faying. Abide with us, for it 
is towards evening, and the day is far fpent. And he 

30 went in to tarry \v\xh them. And it came to pafs,* 
as he fat at meat with them, he took bread, and 

31 bleffed /V, arid brake, and gave to them. And their 
eyes were opened, and they knew him ; and he va- 

32 niflicd out of their fight (^). And they faid one ta 
another. Did not our heart burn within us, while he 
talked with us by the way, and while he opened to 

33 us the fcriptures ? And they rofe up the fame hour, 
and returned to Jerufalem, and found the efeven ga-* 
thered together, and them that were with them, 

34. Saying, The Lord is rifen indeed, and hath ap^ 

35 peared to Simon {h). And they told what things 
were dane in the way, and how he was known of 
them in breaking of bread. ^ 

36 And as they thus fpake, Jefus himfelf ftood in the 
midft of them, aiid faid unto them. Peace be unto 

37 you. . But they were terrified and affrighted, and 

38 luppofed that they had feen a fpirit. And he 
faid unto them. Why are ye troubled, and why do 

39 thoughts arife in your hearts (/') ? Behold my hands

42 them, Have ye here any meat ? And they gave 
him a piece of a broiled flfli, and of an honey-comb. 

43 And he took //, and did eat before them (/}• 

44 And he faid unto them,' Thefe are the words which 
I (pake unto you, while I was yet with you, that all 
things muft be fulfilled which were ^written in the 
law'of Mofes, and in the prophets, and in the 

45 pfalms, concerning me. Then opened he the:ir uri- 
derftanding, that they might underftand the fcrip- 

46 tures ; And faid unto them. Thus it is written, and 
thus it behoved Chrift to fufFer, , and to rife from the 

47 dead the third day; And that repentance and re- 
miffion of fins fhould be preached in his name, 

48^ among all nations, beginning at Jerufalem. And yc 
are witnefTes of thefe thmgs. 

49 And behold, I fend the promife of my Father upon 
you: but tarry ye in the city of Jerufalem until ye 
be endued with power from on high. * 

50 And he led them out as far as to Bethany: and he 

51 lift up his hands, and blefled them. And it came to 
pafs, while he blefled them (w), he was parted from

But as many as 
received him, to them gave he power to become the 
fons of God (y), €ven to them that believe on his^ 

13 name: Which were born, not of blood, nor of the 
will of the flefli, nor of the will of man, but of God.

John anfwered them^ 
faying, I baptize with water (/) : but there ftandeth 

27 one among you, whom ye know not; He 4r. is who 
coping after me, is preferred before, me, whofe 

28 (hoes-latchet I am notworthy to unloofe(OT). Thefe 
things were done in Bethabara beyond Jordan, where 
John was baptiziiig. 

29 The next day John feeth Jefus coming unto him, 
and faith, Behold the Lamb of God, which taketh 

30 away the fin of the world. This is he, of whom I

SO by "What means he is made whole ; Be it known un- 
to you all, and to all the people of Ifrael, that by the 
name of Jefus Chhft of Nazareth, whom ye crucifi- 
ed, whom God raiied from the dead, even by hini, 

91 doth this man fland here before you whole. This is 
the ftone which was fet at nought of you builders, 

12 which is become the head* of the corner. Neither is 
there falvation in any other (f): for there is none 
other name under heaven given among men, where- 
by we mufl be faved. 

•13 Now when they faw the boldnefs of Peter and 
John, and perceived that they were unlearned and 
ignorant men (r-y), they marvelled ; and they took 

J 4 knowledge of them, that they had been with Jefus. 

(6) The Sadducees denied a refurredion and life to come, and 
Vere therefore provoked that that doBrine was publicly taught.

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And beholding the man which was healed Handing with 

i5 them^ they could fay nothing ^gainft it. But when 

. they had commanded them to go afide out of the 

16 council, they conferred among rhemfelves. Saying, 
What Ihall we do to thefe men ? for that indeed a 
notable miracle hath been done by them is manifeft 
to all them that dwell in Jerufal'em, and we cannot 

17 deny//. But that it fpread no further among the 
people, let us ftraitly threaten them, that they Tpeak 

18 henceforth to no man in this name. And they called 
them, and commanded them- not to fpeak at all, nor 

19 teach, in the name of Jefus. But Peter and John an- 
fwered and faid unto them, Whether it be right in 
the fight of God, to hearkfen unto you more ttian un- 

20 tb God, Judge ye. For we cannot but (peak the 

21 things which We have feen and heard. So when they 
bad further threateiied them, they let them go, find- 
ing nothing how they might punifli them, becaufe of 
the people; for all men glorified God for that which 

22 was done. For the man was above forty years old, 

23 on whom this miracle of healing was ihewed. And 
being let go> they went to theia: own company, and 
reported all that the chief prkfts and elders bad faid 

24 unto them. And when they heard that, they lift up 
their voice to God widi one accord, and faid, Lord,

27 Chrift. For of a truth againft thy holy child Jefus^ 
whom thou haft anointed, both Herod and Pontius 
Pilate, with the Gentiles, and the people of Ifrael 

28 were gathered together. For to do whatfoever thy 
hand and thy counfel determined before to be done. 

29 And now, Lord, behold their threatenings : and grant 
unto thy fervant^, that with all boldnefs they may 

30 fpeak' 
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30 fpeak thy word. By ftretching forth thine han J to- 
heal : and that iigns and wonders may be done by 

31 the name of thy holy child Jefus. And when they 
had prayed, the place was fhaken where they ivere* 
aflembled together; and they were all filled with- 
the holy Ghoft^ and they fpake the word of God 

32 with boldneis. And die multitude of them that be* 
lieved, were of one heart, and of one foul : neither 
iaid any ofihem^ that ought of the things which he 
pofiefled^ was his own ; but they had all things 

33 common. And with great power gave the apoflles 
witnefs of the refurr^ron of the Lord Jefus (^) : 

34 and great grace was upon them all* Neither was 
there any among them that lacked : for as many as 
were poileflbrs of lands or honfes, fold them, and 

35 brought the prices of the things that were fold. And 
laid them down at the apoftles' feet : and diftribution 
was made unto every man, according as he had need* 

36 And Jofes, who by the apoftlcs was furhamed Bar- 
nabas, (which is, being interpreted, the fon of confola- 

37 tion) (/) a Levite, and of the country of Cyprus^ 
Having land, fold iV, and brought the money, and

1 "D UT a certain man named Ananias, with Sapphira- 

2 ^ his wife, fold a poffeffion (^), And kept back 
part of the price, his wife alfo being privy to it, and 
brought a certain part, and laid it at the apoftles* 

3 feetr But Peter faid, Ananias, why hath Satan filled 
thine heart to lye to the holy Ghoft {b)^ and to keep 
back part of the price of the land ? Whiles it re- 
mained, was it not thine own ? and after it was fold^ 
was it not in thine own power ? why haft thou con- 
ceived this thing in thine heart ? thou haft not lied 

5 unto men, but unto God (c). And Ananias hear- 
ing thefe. words, fell down and gave up the ghoft : 
and great fear came on all them that heard thefe 

6 things. And the young men arofe, wound him up,, 

7 and carried him out, and buried him. And it was 
about the fpace of three hours after^ when hi& wifc,^ 

8 not knowing what was done, came in. And Peter 
anfwered unto her, Tell me whether ye fold the lani 
for fo much. And fhe faid. Yea, for fo much» 

9 Then Peter faid unto her. How is it that ye have a- 
greed together, to tempt the Spirit of the Lord (d) I 
behold, the feet of them which have buried thy huf-

fell fhe down ftraightway at hb feet, and yielded up- 
the ghoft : and the young men came in, and found 
her dead, and carrying her forth, buiied her by her

And 
of the reft (f) durft no man join himfelf to them : 

14 but the people magnified them. And believei^ were 
the more added to the Lord, muhitudes both of men 

15 and women). Infomuch that they brought forth the 
' fick into the ftreets, and laid them on beds and 

couches, that at the leaft the (badow of Peter paf- 

16 fing by might ovetihadow fome of them. There 
came alio a multitttde ota of the cities round zbout 
cmto Jeruialem, bringing fick folks, and them ivincfa 
were Texed with unclean fpirits : ajid they were heal- 
ed every o^c. 

17 Then the high prieft rofe up, and all thejr ifi^t 
were with him (which is the k6t of the Sadducees)(j'), 

x3 and were filled with indignation. And laid their 
hands on the apoftles, and put them in the coimiiofi 

x^ prifon. But the angel of the Lord by night opened 
the prifoh doors, and brought them forth, and &id, 

20 Go, ftand and f^ak in the temple to the people (h) 

21 all the words 4f this life. And when they heard 
that^ they entered imto the temple early in the morn- 
ing, and taught. But the high prieft came, and they 
tliat were with him, and called the council together^

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and all the fenate of the children of Ifrael, and fent 

22 to the prifon to have them brought. But when the 
officers came, and found them not in the prifon, they 

23 returned, and told. Saying, The prifon truly found 
• we fhut with all fafety, and the keepers ftanding with - 

out before the doors : but when we had opened, we 

24 found no man within. Now when the high pricft, 
and thp captain of the tepaple, and the chief priefts 
heard thefe things (/), they doubted of them where- 

25 unto this wo;uld grow. Then came one and told 
them, faying, Behold, the men whom ye put in pri- 
fon, are ftanding in the temple, and teaching the 

26 people. Then went the captain with the officers, 
and brought them without violence : (for they feared 

27 the people, left they (hould have been ftoned). And 
when they had brought them, they fct them before 

28 the council : and the high prieft aflced them, Say- 
ing, t)id not we ftraitly command you, that you 
fliould^not teach in this name ? Und behold, ye have 
filled Jerufalem .with your , doctrine, and intend to 
bring this man's blood upon. us.' 

29 Then Peter and the other upoftles anfwered and 

30 faid. We ought to obey God rather than men. The 
God of our fathers raifed up Jefus, whom ye flew, 

31 and hanged on a tree. Him hath God exalted with 
his right hand to be a Prince and a Saviour, for to 
give repentance jto Ifrael, and forgivenefs of fifis. 

32 And we are his witnefles of thefe things 5 andyi is 
alfo the holy Ghoft, whom God hath given to them 

33 ^hatobey him. When they heard that^ they were 

34 cut to the hearty and took counfel to flay them. Then 
/ ftood there up one in the council^ a Pharifee, named 

GasnaJiel, a AoSkQi of law, had in reputation amo^g all 
the people (i), aiid commanded to put the apojules

rofe up Theudas, boafting himfelf to be fome body, 
to whom a number of men, about four hundred, 
joined themfelvcs : who was flain, and all, as many 
as obeyed him, were fcattered, and. brought to 

37 nought (/). After this man rofe up Judas, of Galilee, 
in the days of the taxing (;n), and drew away hiuch 
people after him : he alfo perifhed, and all, even as 

3B many as obeyed him, were difperfed. ^ And now I 
fay unto you. Refrain from thefe men, and let them 
alone : for if this counfel, or this work be of men, it 

39 will come to nought : But if it be of God, ye can- 
not overthrow it ; left haply ye be found even to 

40 fight againft God. And to him they agreed : and 
when they had called the apoftles, aria beaten ibem^ 
they commanded that they (hould not fpeak in the 
name of Jefus, and let them go. 

41 And they departed from the prefence of the coun- 
cil, rejoicing that they were counted worthy to fuf- 

42 fer (hame for his name [n). And daily in the temple, 
and in every houfe, they ceafed not to teach and 
preach Jefus Chrift. 

CHAP. VI. 

I A ND in thofe days, when the number of the dif- 
•^^ ciples was multiplied, tlicre arofe a murmuring 
of the Grecians againft the Hebrews (tf), becaufe their

'2 Then the twelve called the multitude of the difciples 

unto them, and faid. It is not reafon that we fhould 

3 leave jthe word of God, and ferve tables. Where- 
fore, brethren, look ye out among you fcven men of 
honeft report, full of the holy Ghoft and wifdora, 

4 whom we may appoint over this bufmefs. But we 
will give ourfelves continually to prayer, and to the 

5 minillry of the word. And the faying pleafed the 
whole multitude: and they chofe Stephen, a man 
full of faith and of the holy Ghoft, and Philip^ and 
Prochorus, and Nicanqr, and Timon, and Parme- 

6 nas, and Nicolas, a profelyte of Antioch (c), : Whom 
they fet before the apoftles: and when they had pray- 

y ed, they l^id their hands on them.- And the word of 
God increafed ; and the number of the difciples mul- 
tiplied in Jerufalem greatly; and a great company of 

8 the priefts were obedient to the faith (d). And Ste- 
phen, full of faith and power, did great wonders and 
miracles among the people. 

9 Then there arofe certain of the fynagogue, which 
is called the fynagogue of the Libertines (^), and Gy- 
renianjs, and Alexandrians, and of them of Cilicia, 

10 and of Afia, difputing with Stephen. And they 
were not able to refift the wifdom and the fpirit by 

i.l which he fpake (y). Then they fuborned men 
which faid. We have heard him fpeak blafphemous

1 n^HEN faid the high prieft. Are thefe things fo? And

21 in his father's houfe three months : And when he 
was caft out, Pharaoh's daughter took him up, and 

22 nouriflied him for her own fon. And Mofes was 
learned in all the wifdom of the Egyptians, and was 

23 mighty in words and in deeds. And when he was 
full forty years old, it came iiTto his heart to vifit his 

24 brethren the children of Ifrael. And feeing one of 
theyn fufFer wrong, he defended himy and avenged 
him that was oppreflcd, and fmote the Egyptian: 

25 For he fuppofed his brethren would have underftood 
how that God by his hand would deliver them ; but 

26 they underftood not. And the next day he (hewed 
himfelf unto .them as they ft rove, and would have 
fet them at one again, faying. Sirs, ye are brethren ; 

27 Why do ye wrong one to another ? But he that did ' 
his neighbour wrong, thruft him away, faying. Who 

28 made thee a ruler a:nd a judge over us ? Wilt thou 

29 kill me as thou didft the Egyptian yefterday ? Then 
fled Mofes at this faying, and was a ftranger in the 

30 land of Midian, where he begat two fons^ And when 
forty years were expired, there appeared to him in 
the wildernefs of mount Sina, an angel of the Lord

cob. Then Mofes trembled, and durft not behold, 

33 Then faid the Lord to him. Put off* thy (hoes from

34 ground {g), I have feei^, I have feen the afiliflion of 
my people which is in Egypt, and I have heard their 
groaning, and am come down to deliver them. And

after that he had fliewed wonders and figns in the

This is that IVlofes which faid 
unto the children of Ifrael (1), A prophet ftiall the 
I^rord your God raife up unto you of your brethren^ 

38 like unto me ; him fhall ye hear. This is he that 
was in the church in the wildernefs (/6), with the 
angel which fpake to him in the mount Sina, and 
with our fathers : who received the lively oracles to 

39 give unto us. To whom our fathers would not 
obpy, but thruft him from them, and in their hearts

24 For he was a good man^ and full of the holy Ghoft, 
and of faith : and much people was added unto the 

25 Lord. Then departed Barnabas to Tarfus, for tj> 

26 feekSaul. -And when he had found him, he brought 
him unto Antioch (/?). And it came to pafs, that a 
whole year they aflembled thefnfelves with the church,, 
and taught much people ; and the difciples weie 
called Chriftians firft in Antioch. 

27 -^nd in thefe days came prophets from Jerufalem 

28 unto Antioch. And there flood up one of them na- 
med Agabus, and iigniiled by the Spirit, that there 
fhould be great dearth throughout all the world (/') : 
which came to pafs in the days of Claudius Cefar. 

29 Then the difciples, every man according to his abi-

2 with Herod the tetrarch, and Saul. As they mini- 
ftred to the Lord, and fafted (^7), the holy Ghofl faid. 
Separate mc Barnabas and Saul, for the work where- 

2 unto I have called them. And when they had faded 
and prayedj and laid their hands on them, they fent 
them away: , 

4 So they being fent forth by the holy Ghoft, de- 
parted unto Seleucia ; and from thence they foiled 

5 to Cyprus. And when they were at Salamis^ thej 
preached the word of God in the fynagogues of the

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Jews : and they had alfo John (b) to their miniften 

6 And when they had gone through the ifle unto Pa-

7 Jew, whofe nime was Barjefus : Which was with 
the deputy of the country, Sergius Paulus, a prudent 
man ; who called for Barnab.as and Saul, and defired 

8 to hear, the word qf God. But Elymas the forcerer 
(for fo is his name by interpretation) withftood them, 
feeking to turn away the deputy from the faith. 

g Then Saul (c) (who alfo. iV called P2i\x\) filled with 

I o the holy Ghoft,, fet his eyes on him. And faid, O 

full of all fubtilty and all mifchief, thou child of the 
devil, thou enemy of all righteoufnefs, wilt thou not 

I I ceafe to pervert the right ways of the Lord ? And 
now behold the hand x>f the Lord is upon thee, and 
thpu flialt be blind, not feeing the fun for a feafon. 
And immediately there fell on him a mift and a dark- 
neft J and he v/ent about feeking fome to lead him 

12 by the hand. Xb«n the deputy, when he faw what 
was done, believed, being aftonifhed at the doctrine 

13 of the Lord. Now when Paul and his company 
loofed from Paphos, they came to Perga in Pam- 
phylia : and John departing from them, returned to 
Jerufalem {d).' 

14 But when they departed from Perga, they came 
to Antioch in Pifidia, and went into the fynagogue 

1 5 on the fabbath-day, and fat down. And after the 
reading of the law and the prophets, the rulers of

20 vided their land to them by lot. And after that, he 
gave unto them jyt6gcSy about the fpac& of four hun- 

2 1 dred and fifty years, until Samuel the prophet. And 
afterward they dcfired a king : and Ood gave unto 
them Saul the fon of Cis, a man of the tribe of Ben- 

112 jamin, by the fyace of forty years. And when he had 
removed hkn, he raifed up unto them David to be 
their king ; to whom alfo he gave teftimony, and 
foid, I have found David the Jim of Jeflfe, a man after 

3^3 mine own heart, which fliall fulfil all my will. Of 
this man'« feed hath God according to his promife, 

24 raifed unio Ifrael a Saviour Jefus :. When John had' 
firft preached, before his coming, the baptifin of re- 

15 pentance to all the people of Ifrael, And as John {h) 
fttliillcd his courfe, he faid, Whom diink ye that I 
am? I am not he. But bdiold^ there comcth one 
after me, whofe (hoes <sSF his feet I am not worthy to 

26 loofe. Men and brethren, children of the ftock of 
Abraham, and whofoever among you feareth God,

fpoken by Paul, contradicting and blafpheming. 

46 Then Paiil and Barnabas waxed bold, and faid. It 
was neceffary that the word of God ftiould firft have 
been fpoken to you : but feeing ye put it from you,

6 defpitefully, and to ftone them, They were aware 
of iV, and fled unto Lyftra and Derbe, cities of Ly- 
caonia, and unto the region that lieth round about; 

7 And there thev preached the gofpel.

in his feet, being a cripple from his-mother*s womb, 

g who never had walked. The fame heard Paxil 

fpeak : who ftedfaftly beholding him, and perceiv-

loud voice, Stand upright on thy feet. And he leaped 

• II and walked. And when the people faXv what Paul 

had done, they lift up their voices, fayinj in the 

fpeech of Lyacorjia, The gods are come down io us 

12 in the likenefs of men. And they called Barnabas, 
Jupiter; and Paul, Mcrcurius, becaufe he was Uie 

13 chief fpeaker. Then the prieft of Jupiter v^htch

NevertKelefs 
he left not himielf without witnefs, in that he did 
good, and gave us rain from heaven, and fruitful 
leafons (aQ, filling our hearts with food and gladnefs.

27 And when they were come and had gathered the 
church together, tHey rehearfed all that God had done 
with them, and how he, had opened the door of faith

CHAP. XV, 

1 AND certain men which came down from Jude3 
-^^ taught the brethren, and/aid^ Except ye be cir 
cumcifed after the manner of Mofes, ye cannot be fave J. 

2 When therefore Paul and Barnabas had no fmall 
differifion and difputation with them, they determined, 
th^t Paul and Barnabas, and certain other of them,'

nice, and Samaria, declaring the converfion of the 
Gentiles : and they caufed great joy unto all the

And God, which knoweth the hearts, 
bare them witnefs, giving them the holy Ghoflr,

But 
we believe that through the grace of the Lord Jefus

12 Then all tht multitude kept filence, and gave au- 
dience to Barnabas and Paul, declaring what miracles 
and wonders God had wrought among the Gentiles 
by them. * 

13 And after they had held their peace, James an- 
fwered, faying. Men and brethren, hearken unto me.

on whom my tiame is called, faith the Lord, who 

18 doetb all thefe things. Known unto God are all 

19 his works from the beginning of the world. Where- 
fore my fentence is (^), that we trouble not them, 
which from among the Gentiles are turned to God : 

20 But jthat we write unto them that they abftain from 
pollutions of idols, sindfrofn fornication [h),2indfrom 

■0,1 things ftrangled, znAfrom blood* For Mofcs of old 
time hath in every city them that preach him (/), 
being read in the fynagogues every fabbath-day, 

0,% Thej\ pleafed it the apoftles and elders, with the 
whole church, to fend chofen men of their own 
company to Antioch, with Paul and Barnabas ;

So 
when they were difmiffed, they came to Antioch :

And Ju- 
das and Silas being prophets («)alfo themfelves, ex- 
horted the brethren with many words, and confirmed

Romans (i), and have, caft us into prifon ; and now do 
they thruft hs out privily? nay verily j but let them 

38 come themfelves, and fetch us out. And the fer- 
jeants told thefe words unto the magiftrates : and they

CHAP. XVIJ. 

1 TVf O W when they had pafled through Amphipolis, 
-''^ arid Apollonia, thfey came to Theilalonica, where 

2 was a fynagogue of the Jews. And Paul, as his 
manner was, went in unto them, and three fabbath- 

3 days reafoned with them out of the fcriptures. Open- 
ing and alledging, that Chrift muft needs have fuf- 
fered, and rifen again from the dead : and that this 

,4 Jefus whom^I preach unto you, is Chrift. Andfome 
of them believed, and conforted with Paul and Silas : 
and of the devout Greeks a great multitude, and of 
" the chief women not a few. 

5 But the Jews which believed not, moved with en- 
vy, took unto them certain lewd fellows of the bafer 
fort, and gathered a company, and fet all the city 
on an uproar, and aflaulted the houfe of Jafon, and 

6 fought to bring them out to the people. And when 
they found them not, they drew Jafon, and certain 
brethren, unto the rulers of the city, crying, Thefe 
that have turned the world upfide-down, are come 

7 hither alfo ; Whom Jafon hath received : and thefe 
all do contrary to the decrees of Cefar, faying. That 

8 there is another king, one Jefus. And they troubled 
the people, and the rulers of the city, when they 

9 heard thefe things. And when they had taken fecu- 
rity of Jafon, and of the other, they let them go. 

10 And the brethren immediately fent away Paul and 
Silas by night unto Berea : who coming thither^' 
li went into the fynagogue of the Jews. ' Thefe were 

more 
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more noble. (^) than thofe in Theflalonica, in that they 
received the word with all readinefe of mind, and 
fearched the fcriptures daily^ whether thofe things 

12 were fo. Therefore (h) rnanyofthem believed :- alfo 
of honourable women which were Greeks, and of men 

1 3 not a few. But when the Jews of Theflblonica had 
knowledge that the word of God; was preached of 
Paul at Berea-, they came thither alfo, and ftirred lip 

14. the people. And then immediately the brethren 
feht away Paul, to go as it were to the fea : but Sifes 

15 and Timotheus abode there ftill. And they that con- 
dudled Paul, brought him unto Athens : and receiv- 
ing a commandment unto Silas and Timotheus, for 
to come to him with i\\ fpeed, they departed. 

X6 Now while Paul waited for them at Athens, his 
fpirit was ftirred in him, when he fawthe city wholly 

17 given to idolatry. Therefore difputed he in the 
fynagogiie with the Jews, and with the devout per- 
fons, and in the market daily with them that me 

18 with them. Then certain philofophers of the Epi- 
cureans, and of the Stoick's (c) encountered Him : 
and fome faid, What will this babbler -fay? other 
forne. He feemeth to be a fetter forth of ftrange gods: 
becaufe he preached unto them Jefus, and the re- 

19 furre6tion(^). And they took him, and brought hiin 
unto Areopagus [e) faying. May we know what this

22 Then Paul flood in the midft of Mars-hill, and 
faid. Ye men of Athens, I perceive that in all things 

23 ye are too fuperftitious. For as I paffed by, and be- 
held your devotions, I found an altar with this in- 
fcriptiqn, TO THE UNKNOWN GQD, 
Whom therefore ye ignorantly worfliip, him declare 

24 I unto you. God that made the world, and all 
things therein, feeing that he is Lord of heaven and 
earth, dwelleth not in temples made* with hands; 

25 Neither is worfliipped with men's hands, as though 
he needed any thing, feeing he giveth to all life, and 

26 breath, and all things ; And hath made of one blood 
all nations of men, for to dwell on all the face of the 
earth, and hath determined the times before appoint- 

27 ed, and the bounds of their habitation [/) : That they 
(hould feek the Lord, if haply they might feel afte.r- 
him, and find him, though he be not far from every 

28 one of us: For in him we live, and move, and hav^e 
our being ; as certain alfo of your own poets have 

29 faid, For we > are alfo his off-fpring. Foralmuch 
then as we are the ofF-fpring of God, we ought not 
to think that the Godhead is like unto gpfd, or fil- 

20 ver, or ftone, graven by art and man's device. And thte 
times of this ignorance God winked at {g) ; but how

8 And Crifpuf , the chief ruler of the fynagogue, be- 
lieved on the Lord with all his houfe : and many of 
the Corinthians, hearing, believed, arid were bap- 

^9 tized. Then fpake the Lord to Paul in the night 
by a vifion. Be not afraid, but fpeak, and hold not 

10 thy peace : P"or I am with thee, and no man fhall 
fet on thee, to hurt thee : for I have much people in 

11 this city. And he continued there a year and fix 
months, teaching the word of God among them. 

12 "And when Gallio was the deputy of Achaia, die 
Jews made infurreclion with one acc6rd againft 

13 Paul, and brought him to the judgrrient-feat. Say- 
ing, This fellow perfuadeth men to worfhip God 

14. contrary to the law. And when Paul was now about 
to open his mouth, Gallio faid unto the Jews, If it 
were a matter of wrong, or wicked lewdnefs, O ye 
Jew^j reafon would that I fhould bear with you: 

15 but if it be a queftiort' of words and names, and of 
your l^w, look ye to it-y for I will be no judge of 

16 fuch matters. And he drave them from the judg- 

17 ment-feat. Then all the Greeks took Softhenes, the 
chief ruler of the fynagogue, and beat him before 
the judgment-feat : and Gallio cared for none of 
thofe things. 

18 And Paul after this tarried there yet a good whilcj 
and then took his leave of the brethren, dnd failed 
thence into Syria, and with him Prifcilla and AC[uila : 
having (horn his head in Cenchrea [d) : for he had a 

ig vow.

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15 vew. And he came to Ephefus, and left them tfiere : 
but he bimfelf entered into the iynagogue, and rea- 

20 foned with the Jews. When theydefireJhim to tarry 

21 longer time with them, he confented not: But bade 
them farewel, faying, I muft by all means keep this 
feaft that cometh (^), in Jerufalem ; but I will return 
again unto you, if God^wilK And he failed from 

22 Ephefus. And when he had landed at Cefarea, and 
gone up [f) and faluted the church, he v/ent down 

23 to Antiocn. And after he had fpent fome time tbere^ 
he departed, and went over ^11 the country of Gala- 
tia and Phrygia in order, ftrengthening all the dif- 
ciples. 

24 And a certain Jew named Apollos, born at Alex- 
andria, an eloquent man, and mighty in the fcrip- 

25 tures, came to Ephefus, This man was inftru&ed 
in the way of the Lord j and being fervent in the 
fpirit, he fpake and taught diligently the things of the 

26 Lord, knowing only the baptifm of John {g). And he 
began to fpeak boldly in the fynagpgue. Whom 
when Aquila and Prifcilla had heard, they took him 
unto them, and expounded unto him the way of 

a 7 Xjod more perfectly. And when he v^ras difppfed to 
pafs into Achaia, the brethren wrote, exhorting the. 
difciples to receiye him ; who, when he was come,' 

again. We may therefore fuppofe, that St, Paul remained in 
private with Chriftian friends until his arrival at Jerufalem. Ccn-"

10 fchool of one Tyrannus {/), And this continued 
by the fpace of two years ; fo that all tliey \vhich 
dwelt in Afia, heard the wor3 of the Lord Jefus, 

J 1 both Jews artd Greeks. And 'G©d wrought fpecial 

12 miracles by the hands of Paul : So that from his 
body were brought unto the fick handkerchiefs or 
aprons, and the difeafes departed from them, and the 
evil fpirits went put of them. 

13 Then certain of the vagabond Jews, exorcifts, 
took upon them to call over them which had evil 
fpirits, the name of the Lord Jefus, faying. We ad- 

14. jure you by Jefus whom Paul preacheth. And there 
> were feven fons of ong Sceva a Jew, and chief of the 

15 priefts, which did fo. And the evil fpirit anfwercd 
and ffiid, Jefus I knoW, and Paul 1 know ; but who 

16 are ye ? And the man in whom the evil fpirit was, 
leapt on them, and overcame them, and prevailed 
againft them, fo that -they fled out of that houfe na- 

17 ked and wounded. And this was known to all the 
Jews and Greeks alfo dwelling at Ephefus 5 and fear 
fell on them all, s^nd the name of the Lord Jefus was 

18 magnified. And many that believed came, and con- 

19 fefled, and (hewed their deeds. Many alfo of thein 
which ufed curious arts, brought their books toge- 

" ther, and burned them before all men : and they 
counted the price of them, and found it fifty thoufand 
00 pieces of filver {g). So mightily grew the word of 
God, and prevailed.

So he fent into 
Macedonia twoi of them (h) that miniftered unto him, 
Timotheus and Eraftus ; but he himfelf ftayed'in Afia 

-2*3 for a feafon. And the fame time there arofe no fmall 

^A fl-ir about that way (/). For a certain man named 
Demetrius, a filver-fmith,which made (i) filver fhrines 
for Diana, brought no fmall gain unto the craftf- 

25 men. Whom he called together with the workmen 
of like occupation, and faid. Sirs, ye know that by 

26 ^bis craft we have our wealth : Moreover, ye fee^ 
and hear, that not alone at Ephefys, but almof^ 
throughout all Afia, this Paul hath perfuaded and^ 
turned away much people, faying, that they be no 

27 gods which are rtiade with hands : So that not only 
this our craft is in danger to be fet at nought ; but 
alfo that the temple of the great goddefs Diana (hould 
be defpifed, and her magnificence (hould be deftroy- 

a8 ed, whom all Afia, and the world, worfliippeth. And 
when they heard th^fe fctyings^ they were full of 
wrath, and cried ^ut, faying. Great is Diana of the 

^9 Ephefians. And the whole city was filled with con- 
fufion : and having caught Gains, and Ariftarchus, 
men of Macedonia, Paul's companions in travel, they 

30 ruflied with one accord into the theatre. And when 
Paul would have entered in (/) unto th^ people, the 

31 difcit)les fufFered him not. Andcertainof the chief of 
Afia, which were his friends, fent unto him, defi- 
ling him that lie would not adventure himfelf into

Wherefore if Demetrius, 
and the craftfmen which are with him, have a mat- 
ter againft any man, the law is open, and there are

many lights in the upper chamber, where they were

And when he had given him li^i^ 
cence, Paul ftood on the ftairs, and beckoned with 
the hand unto the people : and when there was made 
a great filence, he fpake unto them in the Hebrew 
tongue, laying, 

CHAP. xxn. 

1 TViTEN, brethren, and fathers, hear ye my defence 

2 which 1 make now unto you. (And when they 
heard that he fpake in the Hebrew tongue to them, 

3 they kept the. more fJence : and he faith,) I am 
verily a man which am a Jew, born in Tarfus^ a city 
in Cilicia, yet brought up in this city, at the feet of 
Gamaliel (tf), and taught according to the perfefl: 
manner of the law of the fathers, and was zealous to- 

4 wards God, as ye all are this day. And I perfecut- 
cd this way unto the death, binding and delivering 

5 into prifons both men and women (^). As alfo the 
hlgh-prieft doth bear me witnefs, and all the eftate 
of the elders.: from whom alfo'f received letters un- 
to the brethren, and went to Damafcus, to bring 
them which were there, bound unto Jerufalem, for 

6 to be, puniihed. And it came to pafs, that as I made 
my journey, and was come nigh unto Damafcus, a- 
bout noon, fuddenly there (hone from heaven a great 

7 light round about me. And I fell unto the ground, 
and heard a voice faying unto ifie, Saul, Saul, why 

8 perfecuteft thou me ? And I anfwered, Who art 
thou. Lord ? and he faid unto me, I am Jefus of Na- 

g zareth whom thou perfecuteft. And they that were 
with me, faw indeed the light, and were afraid j but

And 
when the blood of thy martyr Stephen was fiied, I 
alfo was ftanding by, and confenting unto his death,

be faid unto me, Depart ; for I will fend thee far

25 wlicrefore they cried fo againft him* And as they 
bound him v/ith thongs, Paul faid unto the centurion 
tint frooJ by. Is it lawful for you 10 fcourge a man 

26 thut is a Roman (^), and uncondemned ? When the 
centurion hera-d thaty he went and told the chief cap> 
t«in, faying. Take heed what thou doeft^ foir this 

27 man is a Romaji. Then the chief captain came,

28 laid. Yea. And the ^hief captain anfwered. With 
a great fam obtained I this freedom. And Paul iaid,

Then faid Paul unto 
him, God (hall fmite thee, thou whited wall {a) : 
for fitteft thou to judge me after the law, and com- 

4 raandeft me tb be fmitten contrary to the law (b) ? And 
they that ftood by, faid, Revileft thou God's high- 

5 prieft? Then faid Paul, I wift not, brethren, that 
he was the high-prieft (r): for it is written. Thou

when Paul perceived that the ene part were Saddu* 
cees, and the other Pharifees, he x:ried out in the 
council, Mei> and brethren, I am a Pharifee, the fon

7: dead, I am called in queftion. And when he had (b 
faid. There arolp a diflenfion between the Pharifees 
and the Sadducees : and the multitude was divided. .

1 1 mong them, and to brin^ him into the caftle.* And 
the night following, the Lord ftoodby him, and faid^ 
Be of eood cheer, Paul : for as thou haft teftified of 
me in Jerufalem, fo muft thou bear witnefs alfo at 

12 Rx)me. And when It was day, certain of the Jews 
banded together, and bound themfelves under a 
ciirfe, faying, that they would neither eat nor drink 

13 till they had killed Paul. And they were more than 

14 forty which had made this confpiracy. And they 
came to the chief priefts and elders, and faid. We 
have bound ourfelves under a great curie, that we 

15 will eat nothing until we have flain Paul. Now 
therefore ye with the council, fignify to the chief 
captaili, tnat he bring him down unto you to mor- 
row, as though ve would enquire fomething more 
perfeftly concernmg him r and we, or ever he come 

J 6. near, are ready to kill him.. And when PauPs lif- 
ter's fon heard of their lying in wait,, he went and en- 

17 tered into the caftle, and told Paul. Then Parik 
called" one of the centurions unto him, -aftd faid, 
Bring this young man unto the chief captain : for he 

18 hath, a certain thing to tell hfm. So he took hiihy, 
and brought hini to the chief captain, and faid, Paul 
the priforter called me unto him, and prayed me tOr 
bring this young man unto thee, who hath fomething, 

19 to fay unto thee. Then the chief captain took him 
by the hand, and went with him afide privately and 

^0 aflced him% What is that thou haft to tell nje r And- 
he faul, the J^ws have agiieed to^ defire thee, that 
thou wouldeft bring down. Paul to-morrow into the 
council, as though they wouSd enquire ibmewhat of 
\i him more perfectly.. But da -not thou yield unto 
them. : for there lie in wait for him of them more 
thaa forty^men, which have bound themfelves with 
an oath, that they will neither eat nor drink ti thej^

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have killed him : and now are they ready, looking 

22 for a promife from thee. So the chief captain t^^w 
let the young man depart,, and charged himy See 
thou\Q\\ no man, that thou haft fhewed thefe. things 

23 to me. And he called unto him two centurions,, 
faying, Make ready two hundred foldiers to go to Ce- 
farea (^/}, and horfemen threefcore and ten,-ancj fpear- 
men two hundred, at the third hour. of tfae^ night (^). 

24 And provide them beafts,.that they may f^t Paul on,. 

25 ^nd bring him fafe unto Felix the governor.- And he 

26 wrote a letter after this manner. Claudius Lyfias, 
. unto the moft excellent governor FeVix^ fendetb greet- 

27 ing. This man was taken of the J^wsj and mould 
have been killed of them (f): then came I with an 
army, and'refcued him, having underftood that he was^ 

28 a Roman. And when T would have known the cauf* 
wherefore difey accufed' him,,I brought him forth 

29 into their council : Whom I -perceived to be ac- 
cufed of "^qucftions of their law, but to have nothing , 

30 laid to his. charge worthy of death or of bonds. And 
when it. was told^ me, how that the Jews laid wait 
for. the man, I fent ftraightway to tiiee, and gave 
con^mandment to his accufers alfo, to fay before thee 

31 whzt they had zgzinU him. Farewel. Then the folv 
diers, as it was commanded them,,, took. Paul, .and 

32 brought him by night to Antipatris. On the morrow 
they left the horfenien to go with him, ^nd returned

and delivered the epiftle to the governor, pf«fented

CHAP. XXIV. 

X A ND after five days, Ananias the high-prieft (a) 
-*^ defcended with the elders, and with a certain ora- 
tor namedT^trtuWixSywho informed the governor againft 

2 Paul. And when he was called forth, Tertullus be- 
^ gan to accufc him^ faying. Seeing that by thee we 

enjoy great quietnefs, and that very worthy deeds 

3 are done unto this nation by thy providence. We 
accept // always, and in all places, moft noble Fe- 

4 lix, with all thankfulnefs. Notwithftanding, that I 
be not further tedious unto thee, I pray 5iee that 
thou wouldeft hear us of thy clemency a few words. 

.5 For we have found this man a peftilent fellow, and 
a mover of fedition among all the Jews Aroiigbout 
the world, and a ringleader of the fcS of the Naza- 

6 renes : Who alfo hath gone about to profane the 
temple : whom we took, and would have judged ac- 

j cording to our law. But the chief captain Lyfias 
came upon us, and with great violence took him a- 

8 way out of our Irands, Commanding his accufers 
to come unto thee : by examining, of whom^ thyfelf 
mayeft take knowledge of all thefe things, whereof 

g wc accufe him. And the Jews alfo ailented, faying, 

10 that thefe things were fd. Then Paul, after that the 
governor had beckoned unto him to fpeak, anfwered, 
Forafmuch as I know that thou haft been of many 
years a judge unto this nation,.! do the more cheer- 

11 fully anfWer for myfelf: Becauie that thou mayeft 
underftand, that there are yet but twelve days mice

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12 I went up to Jerufalem for to worfhip. And they^ 
neither found me in the temple difputing with any 
man, neither raifing up the people, neither in the 

13 fynagogues, nor in the city : Neither can they prove 

14 the things whereof they now accufe me. But this I 
confefs unto thee, that after the way which they call 
hercfy, fo worfhip I the God of my fathers, believjng 
all things which are written in the law and the pro- 

15 phets : And have hope towards God, which they 
themfelves alfo allow, that there ihall be a refurrec- 

. 16 tion of the dead, both of the juft and unjuft. And 
herein do I exercife myfelf, to have always a confci- 
ence void of offence toward God, and toward men. 

17 Now after many years, I came to bring {b) alms to 

18 my nation, and offerings. Whereupon certain Jews 
from Afia found me purified in the temple, neither 

19 with multitude, nor with tumult: Who ought to 
have been here before thee, and «b]ed, if they had 

20 ought againll me. Or elfe let thefe fame here fay,, 
if they have found any evil doing in me, while I 

21 ftood before the council. Except it be for this one 
voice {c)y that I cried ftanding among them, touching, 
the refurreftion of the dead I am called in queftion 

22 by you this day. And when Felix heard thefe 

(b) To bring bontributionstamy poor brethren in Judea, wkich 
I had collc8ed for them, together with offerings for the fervice of 
the temple ; and this being the purpofe of my journey, it is plain that I 
neither had any ill-will to the Jews, nor difrefpea to the temple :

• xxit 27*) were here (as they ought to be, fince they took i^on them 
to accufe ine), I- could appeal to them for my innocence : for they 
found me at that time in tne temple performing the vow of the Na* 
2arites, according to 4he ceremonies appointed by the law of Moles 
(Numb. vi. 2, &c.), and this I did witn ferioufnefs>arid folemnity ; a 
difprderly multitude was indeed* brought, together, and a tumult was 
made, but that was done not by. me, but themfelves.

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things (rf), having more perfed knowledge of that 
way, he deferred them, and faid. When Lyilas the 
chief captain Ihall come down, I will know the ut-

turion to keep Paul, andto \ttbim have liberty, and 
that he fliould forbid none of his acquaintance {e) to 
. 24 minifter, or come unto hira. And after certain days, 
whep Felix came with his vdfc Drufilla, which was 
a Jewefs, he fent for Paul, and heard him [f) concern- 

25 ing the faith in Chrift.- And as he reaioned of (^) 
righteoufnefs, temperanccy and judgment to come, 
Felix trembledy and anfwered. Go thy wayfor this 
time ; when I have a convenient feafon, I wiU call 

26 for thee. He hoped alfo that money fliould have 
been given him of Paul, that he might loofe him : 
Wherefore he fent for him the oftener,. and.com- 

27 muned with him. But after two years,. Porcius 
Feftus {h) came into Felix' room : and Felix, willing 
to ftiew the Jews a pleafure, left Paul bound (1*).

1 "Vr O W when Feilus was come into the Province,

the Jews, informed him againll Paul, and befougbt 

3 him. And defired favour againft him, that he would 
fend for him to Jerufalem, laying wait in the way to 

4 kill him. But Feflus anfwered, that Paul fhould be 
kept at Cefarea, and that he himfelf would depart 

5 (hortly thither. Let them therefore, faid he, which 
among you are able, go down with me^ and accufe 

6 this man, if there be any wickednefs in him. AxkT 
when he had tarried among them more than ten 
days, he went down unto Cefarea, and the next day. 
fitting in the judgment- feat, commanded Paul to be 

7 brought. And when he was come, the Jews which 
came down from Jerufalem, flood round about, and" 
laid many and grievous complaints againft Paul, 

8. which they could not prove; While he anfwered 
for himfelfi Neither againft the law of the Jews, 
neither againft tlie temple, nor yet againft Cefar,. 

9 have I offended ^y thing at alL But \ eftus willing 
to do the Jews a pleafure, anfwered Paul,, and faid. 
Wilt thou ga up to Jerufalem,. and there be judged 

10 of thefe things before me ? Then. faid Paul, 1 ftand 
at Cefap's judgment-{eat.{,^),;where I ought to^bejudg- 
ed : to the Jews have 1 done ho wrong,. as thou very 

11 well knoweft. For if I be an ofFender, or have com- 
niitted any thing worthy of death, I refufe not to 
die \ but if there be none of thefe things whereof^ 
tiiefe accufe me {b\ no njan may deliver me wito, 

12 them, r appeal unto- Ceiar,. Then Feftus^, when he*

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had conferred with the council, anfwered. Haft thou 
appealed unto Cefar ? unto Cefar (halt thoii go. 

13 And after certain days, king Agrippa (c) and Ber- 

14 nice came unto Cefarea tofalute Feftus. 'And when 
they had been there many days, Feftus declared Paul's 
caufe unto the king, faying. There is a certain man 

15 left in bonds by Felix : About whom, when I was 
at Jerufalem, the chief priefts and the eljders of the 
Jews informed mej deiiring to A/w? judgment againft 

j6 him. To whom I anfwered, It is not the manner 
of the Romans to deliver any man to die, before that 
he which is accufed have the ^ccufers face to face, 
and have licence to anfwer-fpr himfelf concerning 

17 the crime laid againft him.- Therefore when they 
were come hither, wi^out afiy deliy on the morrow 

' I fat on the judgmerit*feat, and I commanded the 

78 man to be brought forth. Againft whom when the 
accufers ftood up, they brought none accufation of 

t9 fuch things a^ I fuppofed i But had certain queftions 
Bgfiunft him of their own fuperftition, and of one 
Jcfus, which was dead, whom Paul affirmed to be 

2© alive. And becaufc I doubted of fuch manner of 
queftions, I 2L{kcd^him whether he would go to Jc- 

21 rufalem, and there be judged of thefe matters. > But 
when Paul had appealed to be referved unto the 
hearing of (rf) Auguftus, I commanded him to be kept 

22 till I might fend him to Qefaf. Then Agrippa faid 
unto FeftUs, I would alfo hear the man'myfelf. To- 

22 morrow, faid he, thou jQialt hear him. And on the 
morrow when Agrippa was €?ome, and-Bernice, with 
great pomp^ and was entered into the place of hear-

The emperor to whom St. Paul appealed^ was Ktro;- 
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ing, with the chief captains, and principal men of

24 forth. And Feftus faid, King Agrippa, and all men 
which are here prefent with us,^ye fee this man, a- 
bout whom all the multitude of the Jews have dealt 
with me, both at Jerufalem^ and alfb here, crying 

25 that he ought not to live any longer. But when I 
found that he had committed nothing worthy of 
death, and that he himfelf hath appealed tp'^AuguC- 

26 tus, I have determined to fend him. Of whom 
I have no certain thing to write unto my lord. 
Wherefore I have brought him forth before you, 
and fpecially before thee, O king Agrippa, that after 
examination had, I might have fomewhat 40 write* 

^7 For it fecmeth to me unreafonable to fend a prifoner, 
and not withal to fignify the crimes kid againft 
him. 

CHAP. XXVI. 

1 'X'HEN Agrippa faid unto Paul, Thou art pcr- 

-*• mitted to fpeak for thyfelf. Then Paul ftretched 

2 forth the hand, and anfwered for himfelf ^ I think myfelf 
happy, king Agrippa, becaufe I {hall anfwer for my- 
felf this day before thee, touching all the things 

3 whereof I am accufed of the Jews : Efpecially, be- 
caufe I know thee to be expert in all cuftoms and 
queftions which are among the Jews : wherefore I 

4 befeech thee to hear me patiently. My manner of 
life from my youth, which was at the firft among 
mine own nation at Jerufalem, know all the Jews, 

5 Which knew me from the beginning (if they would 
teftify), that after the moft ftraiteft feft of our reli- 

6 gion, I lived a Pharifee. And now I ftand, and am 
judged for the hope of the prqmife made of God un- 

7 to our fathers: Unto which promife our twelve 
tribes, inftantly ferving God day and night, hope to 
eome : for which hope's fekc, king Agrippa, I am 

8 accufed 
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8 accufcd of the Jews. Why fhould it be thought a 
thing incredible with vou, that God fhould raife the 

9 dead ? I verily thougnt with myielf, that I ought 
to do many things contrary to the name of Jefus of 

10 Nazareth. Which thing I alfo did in Jerufalem : 
and many of the faints (a) did I (hut up in prifon, 
having received authority from the chief priefts ; and 
when they were put to death, I gave my voice againft 

1 1 them. And I punifhed them oft in every fynagogue, 
and compelled them to blafpheme ; and being exceed- 
ingly mad againft them, I perfecuted them even unto 

12 ftrange cities. Whereupon as I went to Damafcus, 
with authority and comn^iiSon from the chief priefts ; 

1^3 At mid-day, O king, I faw in this way a light from 
heaven, above- the brightnefs of the fun, fhining round 
about me, and them which journeyed with me. 

14 And when we were all fallen to the earth, I heard 
a voice fpeaking unto me, and faying in the Hebrew 

. tongue, Saul, Saul, why perfecuteft thou me ? // is 

15 hard for thee to kick againft the pricks (^). And I 
fald. Who art thou. Lord? And he faid, I am Jefus 

16 whom thou perfecuteft. But rife, and ftand upon 
thy feet : for I have appeared unto thee for this pur- 
pofe, to make thee a minifter and a witnefs both of 
thefe things which thou haft ^feen, and" of thofe 

17 things in the which! will appear unto thee ; Deli- 
vering thee from the people Tc), 2ind from the Gen- 

18 tiles, unto whom now I fena' thee. To open their 
eyes, and to turn them from darknefs to light, andfrsm 
the power of Satan unto God, that they may receive 
forgivenefs of fins, and inheritance among them 

19 v<4iich are fan£lified by faith that is in me. Where- 
upon, O king Agrippa, I was not diibbedient unto 

20 the heavenly vifion : But (hewed firft unto them of

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Damafcus, and at Jerufalem, and throughout all the 

coafts of Judea, and then to the Gentiles, that they 

ihould repent and turn to God, and do works meet 

ai 'for repentance. For thefe caufes the Jews caught 

22 me in the temple, and went about to kill me. Having 
therefore obtained help of God, I continue unto, this 
day, witnefling both to fmall and great, faying none 
other things than thofe which the prophets and Mo- 

23 fes ^id fay fhould come : That Chrift fliould fufFer, 
and that he fhould be the firft that fliould rife from 
the dead, and fhould (hew light unto the- people, and 

24 to the Gentiles. And as he thus fpake for himfelf, 
Fefhis faid with a loud voice, Paul thou art befide 

25 thyfelf: much learning doth niake thee mad. But 
' Tie faid, I am not mad, moft noble Feflus ; but fpeak 

26 forth the words of truth and fobernefs. For the king 
knoweth of thefe things, before whom alfo I fpeak 
freely : for I am perfuaded that none of thefe things 
are. hidden from him ; for this thing was not donem 

27 a corner. King Agrippa, believeft thou the pro- 
a8 phets ? I know that thou believeft. Then Agrippa 

(aid unto Paul, Almoft thou perfuadeft me to be a 

29 chriftian. And Paul faid. Would to God, that not 
only thou, but alfo all that hear me this day, were 
both almoft, and altogether, fuch as I am, except 

30 thefe bonds (rf). And when he had thus fpoken, 
the king rofe up, and the governor, and Bernice, 

31 and they that fat with them. And when they were 
gone afide, they talked between themfclves, faying. 
This man doeth nothing worthy of death, or of 

32 bonds. Thei> faid Agrippa unto Feftus, This man 
might have been fet at liberty, if he had not appealed 
unto Cefar.

CHAP. 
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CHAP. XXVII. 

1 A ND when it was determined that we (hould fail 
^^ into Italy, they delivered Paul and certain other 
prifoners, unto one named Julius, a centurion of Au- 

2 guftus' band. And entering into a fhip of Adramyt- 
tiuni, we launched, meaning to (ail by the coafts of 
Afia, one Ariftarchus a Macedonian, of Theflaloni- 

3 ca, being with us. And the next day we touched at 
Sidon. And Julius courteouflv entreated. Paul, and 
gavp him liberty to go unto his friends to refre(h him- 

4 felf. And when we had launched from thence, we 
failed under Cjrprus, becaufe the winds were contrary. 

5 And when we had failed over the fea of Cilicia and 

6 Pamphylia, we came to Myra, a city of Lycia. And 
there the centurion found a (hip of Alexandria fail- 

y ing into Italy ; and he put us therein. And when 
we had failed flowly many days, and ^fcarce were 
come over againft Cnidus, the wind not fufiering 
us, we failed undel^ Crete, over againft Salmone : 

8 And hardly paffing it, came unto a place which is 
called. The fair havens, nigh whereunto was the city 

9 fif Lafea. Now when much time was fpent, and 
when failing was now dangerous, becaufe the faft 

^ was now already paft {a)j Paul admoni(hed tbemj 
fO And faid. unto them. Sirs, I perceive (b) that this voy- 
age wilt be, with hurt and much damage, not omy 
IX of the lading and {hip, but alfo of our lives. Ncver- 
thelefs, the centurion .believed the matter and the 
' owner of the ihip, ttiore than thofe things which 
12 were fpoken by Paul. And becaufe the haven was

14 pofe, loofing thence they failed clofe by Crete. But 
not long after there arofe againft it a tempeftuous 

1 5 wind, called Eurocjydon. And when the fliip was 
caught, and could not bear up into the wind, we let 

16 her drive. And running under a certain ifland which 
is called Clauda,, we had much work to come by the 

1 7 boat : Which when they had taken up, th^ ufed • 
helps, undergirding the Uiip ; and fearing left they 
fhould fall into the quick-fands, ftruck fail, and fo 

1 8 were driven. And we being exceedingly toiled with 
a tempeft, the next day they lightened the (hip ; 

J 9 And the third day we eaft out with our own hands 

20 the tackling of the {hip. And when neither fun nor 
ftars in many days appeared (c), and no fmall tempeii 
lay on us^ all hope that we ihoold be faved was t|ien 

21 taken away. But after long abftinence, Paul 
ftood forth in the midft of them, and faid, Sirs, ye 
fhould have hearkened unto me^ and not have Iboied ^ 
from Crete, and to have gained this harm and lofir 

22 And now I exhort you to be of good cheer: for 
there {hall be no lofs of atrf nunC$ life among you, 

q,'^ but of the {hip. For there ftood bv mc thit ni§jbt 
the angel of God, in4iofe I am, and whom I ferv^ 

24 Saying, Fear not, Paul ; thou* muft -be brought be- 
fore Cefar : and lo, God hath given tfcep aU diem 

;25 that fail .with thee. Whcrefhre, fir% be of good

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cheer : for I believe God, that it fliall be even as it 

16 was told me. Howbeit, we muft be caft upon a 

27 certain ifland. But when the fourteenth night was 

come, as we were driven up and down in Adria [d] 

about midnight, the fhipmen deemed that they 

a8 drew near to fome country : And founded, and 

found it twenty fathoms : and when they had gone 

a little further, they founded^ again, and found it fif- 

29 teen fathoms {e). Then fearing left they fliould have 

fallen upon rocks, they caft four anchors, out of 

20 the ftern, and wiflied for the day. And as the fiiip- 

men were about to dee out of the (hip, when they 

had let down the boat into the fea, under colour as 

though they would have caft anchors out of the fore- 

51 fhip, Paul faid to the centurion, and to the foldiers, 

Except thefe abide in the {hip, ye cannot be faved (/}. 

32 Then the foldiers cut off the ropes of the boat, and 

33 let her fall off. And while the day was coming on, 
Paul befought them all to take meat, faying. This 
day is the fourteenth day that ye have tarried (^), 

3^ and contmued fafting, having taken nothing. 'Where- 
fore I pray you to take fonts meat : for this is for -your 
health (A; : for there ftiall not an hair fall from the 

35 head of any of you. And when he had thus fpoken, 
he took bread, and gave thanks to God in prefence 
of them all, and when he had broken />, he began

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36 to cat. Then were they all of good cheer, and thcjr 

37 ifiK) took fame meat. And we were in all in the 
3!^ (hip, two hundred threefcore and fixteen fouls. And 

when they had eaten enough, they lightened the (hip, 

39 and caft out the wheat into the fea. And when it 
was day they knew not the land : but they difcover- 
ed a certain creek with a Ihore, into the which they 
were minded, if it were poflible, to thruft in the 

40 fhip. And when they had taken up the anchors, 
they committed themfelves ^nto the fea, and loofed 
the rudder-bands, and hoifted up the main fail to the 

41 wind, and made toward fhore. And falling into a 
place where two feas met, they ran the fhip a 
ground j and the fore, part ftuck faft, and remained 
unmoveable, but the hinder part was broken with 

42 the violence of the waves. And the foldiers counfel 
was to kill the prifoners, left any of them (hould 

43 fwim out, and efcape. But the centurion, willing 
to fave Paul, kept them, from their purpofe, and com- 
nianded that they which could fwim, (hould caft 

44 thimjelves firft into the fea, and get to land : And 
the reft, fome on, boards, and fome on broken pieces 
of the fhip : And fo it came to pafs that they efcaped 
airfafe to land. 
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1 A ND when they were efcaped, then they knew 

2 that the ifland was called Melita. And the. barba- 
rous people, fhewed us no little kindnefs : fbr they, 
kindled a fire, and received us every one, becaufe 

% of tbc prefent rain, and becaufe of the cold. And 
when Paul had gathered a bundle of fticks, and 
laid them on the fire, there came a viper out of the, 

4 heat, and fattened on his hand. And when the bar- 

bariani 
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barians faw the venomous beaft (^7) hang on his handi, 

they faid among themfelves, No doubt this man is a 

, murderer,, whom, though he hath efcaped the fea, 

5 yet vengeance fuffereth not to live. And he fiiook 

6 off the beaft into the fire, and felt no harm. How- 
bei^ they looked when he ihould have fwollen,,or fal- 
len down dead fuddenly : but after they had looked 
a great while, and faw no harm come to him, they 
changed their minds, and faid that he was a God. 

7 In the fame quarters were pofleflions of the chief 
man of the ifland, whofe name was Ppblius, who 
received us, and lodged us three days courteoufly. 

8 And it came to pafs, that the father of Publius lay 
fick of. a fever, and of a bloody flux : to whom Paul 
entered iri, and prayed, and laid his hands on him, 

q and healed him. So when this was done, others 

alfo which had difeafes in the ifland, came, and 

to were healed: Who alfo honoured us with many 

honours (i), and when we departed, they laded us 

11 with fuch things as were necefl!ary. And after three 
months we departed in a fliip of Alexandria, which 
had wintered in the ifle, whofe fign was Caftor and 

12 Pollux (c). And laniding at Syracufe, we tarried 

13 there three days. And from thence we fetched a com- 
pafs, and came to Rhegium (i) : and after one day

1^5 toward Rome (/)- And from thence, when the 
brethren (^) heard of us, they came to meet us as far 
as Appii-forum (^), and the Three -taverns : whom 
when Paul faw, he thanked God^and took courage. 

x6 And when- we came to Rome, the centurion deliver- 
ed the prifoners to the captaii> of the gjiard : but - 
Paul was fufFcred to dwell by himfelf,.-withra foldier- 

I^;that kept him*^ And it came to pafs, that^aftei three - 
days, -Paul called the chief of the Jews together; 
And when they were come together, he faid unta ^ 
them, Men ^«^ brethren^ though I havfe committed' 
nothing againft the people (/) or cuftoms of out fa- 
thers,, yet was I delivered prifoner from Jerofalem. into 

l8 the hands of the Romans. Who wheti they had exa- 
mined me*(>^), would have let ;/z^ gOy -becaufe^ there- 
' Xij was no'caufe of death in me. But when the Jews <> 
fpake againft /V, I was conftrained to- appeal unto Ce« 
&r ; not that I had ought to accnfe^ my nation of«- 

ao "For thi* caufc therefore have I caUed for you, -to fee

And when they had 
appointed him a day, there came many to him into 
his lodging ; to whom he ex;t>ouadfed and teftified 
the kingdom of God {mj^ perfuading tbem concern-- 
rng Jefus, both out of the law of Mofes, and out of 

24 the prophets,^ from morning ,till: evening. And 
^rae believed the things which were fpoken, and 

25 (ome betieved not. And* when ^ they, agreed not a^ 
mong themfelves, they departed, after that Paul had 
fpolcen one word; Well (pake the holy- Ghoft by 

26 Efaias the prophet, unto our fathers. Saying, Gb 
unto this people, and fay. Hearing («)*, ye mall hear, 
and fhall not undferftand*;' and feeing,, ye fiiall fee, 

27 and notperceive. For the heart of tms people ij^ 
waxed grofs,. and their ears ace dtrit of' hearing, and 
their eyes have they clbfed ; left they fhould fee 
with their eyes, and hear W\ih their ears, and under- 
ftand with their heart, and fhouM be converted, and 

28 I (hould heal them : Be it knowiv therefore ^unto 
you, that the falvation of God" is (tnt unto the Gen- 

29 tiles, zni.that they will hear it. And when' he had 
faid thefe words, the Jews departed, and had great 

30 reafoning among themfelves. And Paul dwelt two 
whole years in his own, hired houfcj and received all 

31 that came in anto him, Preaching the kingdom of 
God, and teaching thofe things which concern the 
Lord Jefus Chrift, with all. confidence, no- maa for- 
bidding him (<?).

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Neither IS it probable, that the unconverted Jews of Rome, de^ 
£rous as they were of information,' {verfe 22.) could have been fo 
Ignorant of the nature of chriftianity. Had St. Peter been bifhop- 
tiiere, they would doubtlefs hav^apglied to him^ andv have been in-: 
firucted. The notion therf that the church of Rome was foHnde(i 
by St. Peter, and is in confequence the mother and miltrefs of all 
ehriitian churches, with all the vain pretenfions- built agon that 
(ioB^ mttH neccflkrily fall to tlie grouod. 
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
